SHANGHAI'S POPULATION. 

Writing of die Chineso in Shanghsi, tho 
Shanghai Times says: ‘here are represent: 
atives here of every province, of every city 
almost, within tho confines of the Middle 
Kingdom ; and thera ate also Chinese here, 
indigenous to the Settlements, for whem. 
no claim can be advanced for the posscani¢n 
of those qualities which go. to maké 
tho good citizzn, The natives of. other 
provinces settled down hero, ato, often 
tucbuleat and intractable, notably thoad 
who hwil from Keyangtuog ond’ Oboki- 
ang; indeed, it may safely be said 
that ninetenths of all the trouble that bus 
ever taken placo hore is to be ascribed to 
thoso two elements of the native population, 
Cantonese and Niogpomen. But it munt 
by no means be understood that the 
Shonghai Chinese aro always averse to 
evil courses, rioting, robbery and ‘all the 
other forme of wickedness which tho 
iN-disposed iu ail communities. ore 
prone to practtse. If statistic: on the 
auhject wero available, however, it is 
almost certain that the Shangbai-born aud 
reared Chinese would bo. found to con- 
stitute a very moderate proportion of the 
wrongdoers who come under the notice of 
thy authoritier, which, to cur mind 'con- 
atitutes a clear proof that the Shanghal 
Uhinesa ate porfectly atisfled, conteutand 
prosperous under foreign Municipal govern- 


ment, and woulfl. be sorry. to. seo the 
doctrine of "@hins for the Chinese!’

NEW EXPLOSIVE, 

A factory iy soon to be established in 
British Columbin—at what point fins not 
yet been determincd—for the manufacture 
of tho new British high power oxplosive, 
Ammonal.
